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NEW, AGRICULTURE-ORIENTED INDUSTRY _ 


IS IN OPERATION AT GU 


PORTERVILLE — A new, 
agriculture-oriented industry, 
the Sequoia Fertilizer company, 
is now in operation at the 
Guthrie Feed lot, northwest of 
Porterville, where steer manure 
is being processed and packaged 
for sale throughout California 
and Nevada. 

The company is owned and 
operated under a_ three-way 
partnership - Less Guthrie, Jim 
Martinez, and John Guthrie. 
Indications are that this year 
some 800,000 40-pound bags of 
steer manure will be marketed. 

This manure, a by-product of 
the Guthrie Feed lot operation, 
is at present packaged under 
seven brand names: C.F.I.; 
Bravo, a Safeway _ stores 
brand; Rasco, for 
Rasco-Temple retail outlets; 
Delta, for K Mart stores; Miracle; 
and Premium. Another brand - 
Sequoia - will be added in the 
near future. 

The steer manure is 
composted and ground prior to 
packaging. It is weed free, since 
seeds are killed by the intense 
heat that develops during the 
composting process. 

Pens at the Guthrie Feed lot 
are cleaned twice each year - in 
June and September - with 
manure placed in two large piles 
- the June pile and the 
September pile. A minimum of 
six weeks is then required for 
the composting action to 


complete itself, after which the

SOMETHING TO CHEER ABOUT 


Governor Ronald Reagan, as ex-officio member of 
the California Board of Regents, has been pretty 
widely criticized by many young people, as well as 
his political opponents, because he does not share their 
liberal, permissive educational theories. 

Not always so, however. In a recent meeting in 
Washington honoring the late President Dwight Eisen- 
hower, Governor Reagan recalled one occasion on 
which 10,000 university students gave him a standing 
ovation. He had brought the students to their feet 
with this observation: 

“Perhaps young people aren’t rebelling against our 
standards—they are rebelling because they don’t think 
we ourselves are living by standards we've tried to 
teach them.” 

It’s easy to find examples of what the Governor 
meant. He pointed out the fact, for {nstance, that last 
year “the banks and financial institutions of this coun- 
try lost 117 million dollars—not to masked bandits, but 
to petty pilfering by employes. Retail establishments 
lose 4 billion dollars a year to a kind of self-declared 
fringe benefit on the part of employes who take home 
samples.” 

And, closer. to home, he asked “What about us when 
that youngster has seen us look over our shoulder and 
fudge on the stop sign if no policeman was in sight?” 

Young people today, Governor Reagan said, “want 
to invest their energy and their idealism in causes they 
believe in. (They) want a reordering of priorities.” 

Doesn’t exactly sound like the anti-youth square 
they’d like to make of Ronald Reagan, does it? Sounds 
pretty tuned in.

If all Edison power plants were 
shut down, there would be no 
noticeable difference in the pho- 
tochemical smog level. 

Then who—or what—is caus- 
ing smog? To fully understand 
the problem—and every con- 
cerned citizen should—let’s take 
a look at the facts: 

The four components of 
photochemical smog are: hydro- 
carbons, nitrogen oxides, oxygen 
and sunlight. 

Photochemical smog is the 
stuff that irritates our eyes, stings 
our noses and hangs in a haze 
over Southern California. It oc- 
curs during much of the warm 
part of the year and results froma 
photochemical reaction between 
reactive hydrocarbons and nitro- 
gen oxides in the presence of 
sunlight and oxygen. 

Oxygen, of course,we need for 
survival. Sunlight we want. It’s 
the other two components that 
spell trouble. And it takes a mix- 
ture of both hydrocarbons and 
nitrogen oxides to form photo- 
chemical smog. So where do these 
smog-makers come from? 


Eéison power plants in L.A, 
, County account for only 1/10 of 
1% of all the hydrocarbons in the 
air. That’s practically nil. In con- 
trast, motor vehicles account for a 
whopping 67.9%. Nitrogen 
oxides? Edison accounts for 
about 1/12—8.3%. Motor vehi- 
cles again account for the lion’s 
share—66.7%. (Source: L.A. 
County APCD data.) 
Remember, photochemical 
smog requires a mixture of both 
pollutants. Do away with either 


nitrogen oxides —tons of them — 
through the exhaust pipes of our 
cars. And both spew out at 
ground level where they do 
the most damage. 

On the other hand, nitrogen 
oxides emitted from power plants 
are virtually free of hydrocar- 
bons, so there is essentially no 
photochemical smog produced. 
Besides, these nitrogen oxides are 
released upward at about 60 miles 
per hour through tall stacks—not 
at ground level. 


Cy Edison’s total 
contribution to photochemical 
smog is small indeed. Emissions 
are well within the limits set by the 
L.A. County APCD. And those 
restrictions are among the strict- 
est in the nation. Nevertheless, 
we're finding ways to reduce our 
share of air pollutants even fur- 
ther. Contrary to some public 
statements, the relatively small 
emissions of nitrogen oxides from 
power plants have been and are 
still being reduced. 

Edison was one of the first util- 
ities in the nation to develop an 
air pollution research program. 
Pioneering work led to the devel- 
opment of the “two-stage” com- 
bustion process. It substantially 
reduced emissions of nitrogen 
oxides. 

During the last six months, 


* research breakthroughs have 


reduced emissions even further. 
These improvements are being 
applied to Edison generating 
units as rapidly as possible. As a 
result, emissions of nitrogen 
oxides from all Edison power 


plants in the L.A. Basin will be. 


further reduced by approximate- 
ly one-third. In L.A. County, for 
example, from 8.3% to 5.5% 


or lower. 


And still further research is 
underway to control emissions 
even more. 


Bu what about the major 
smog-producer—the motor vehi- 
cle? Until now, the program to 
control automobile emissions has 
concentrated on reducing hydro- 
carbon emissions, as well as car- 
bon monoxide. But in so do- 
ing, the program has caused emis- 
sions of nitrogen oxides from 
motor vehicles to increase. In fact, 
in 1969 this increase alone is 
greater than the total emissions of 
nitrogen oxides from all power 
plants in L.A. County! 

Authorities are hopeful that 
nitrogen oxide emissions from 
autos will start to be brought 
under control by the early ’70’s. 
We hope so, too, 


Wer regard to total air pol- 
lution, motor vehicles account 
for 87.7% of the total tonnage of 
all air pollutants in L.A. County. 
And Edison accounts for less 
than 1%, 

So shutting down power plants 
would hardly be a solution. In 
terms of either photochemical 
smog or total air pollution, you 
wouldn’t notice the difference. 
And no one wants to try to live 
without electricity. 

Considering the fact that your 
needs for electricity will double 
within the next eight years, it’s 
imperative that additional power 
plants be built in the area. For- 
tunately, these new power plants 
won’t make a noticeable differ- 
ence in the smog level either. 


evertheless, in some areas 
Edison is facing serious opposi- 
tion to the construction of new 
power plants. If Edison is not per- 


reason to believe that now and 
then it was them shaking those 
hills, not an earthquake.

there are three alternatives: 

1. Import electricity from out 
of state over high-voltage trans- 
mission lines. These lines would 
have to cut through heavily-pop- 
ulated areas in Southern Califor- 
nia. Moreover, there is a definite 
limit to the amount of power 
which can be imported without 
affecting the reliability of your 
electric service. 

2. Generate electricity at nu- 
clear power plants. Our plans 
include the construction of addi- 
tional nuclear plants. But they 
take a long time to build —at 
least seven to eight years, includ- 
ing the time it takes to obtain 
approvals from state and federal 
regulatory agencies, and the 
public. You can’t wait that long. 
Additional electric power is 
needed in the immediate future. 

3. Ration electric power. In 
some sections of the nation, this 
happens periodically. In New 
York, for instance, customerswere 
asked not to use their air condi- 
tioning units during a heat wave. 
But a “brownout” doesn’t solve 


the problem. Nor doesa blackout. 


The sensible solution is to 
build the necessary power plants, 
and make certain that they com- 
ply with applicable local, state 
and federal clean air regulations. 
Edison is dedicated to do this, 
After all, nobody wants smog 
— including the 11,000 of us who 
work at Edison. Our families live 


here too.

ANTI-TRUST LAWS PUT DAMPER ON 
ANTI-PUBLIC BUSINESS PRACTICES; 


CHICAGO -— _ Organized 
labor, through its “cozy 
combine with politics,” has 
assumed the “mantle of special 
privilege” in such strength that 
the future of America’s 
economy is threatened, 
according to President Jenkin 
Lloyd Jones of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. 

The free market place is in 


‘danger of breaking down, Jones 


declared, adding: 

“The free ‘market place 
should be self-adjusting. When a 
man overprices his goods or 
services free competition should 


.force him to reduce these prices 
‘ or lose his customers. It was the 


effort by a minority of business 
to circumvent these forces by 
antipublic practices that brought 
forth antitrust laws . and 
government regulations.” 

But today, Jones said, it is 
labor that is under-controlled. 

“In a cozy combine with 
politics it has assumed the 
mantle of special privilege,” he 
asserted. “It is able to levy taxes 
on the majority of wage earners 
who remain non-union by 
demanding pay for no work, by 
closing the doors to job-seekers, 
by creating artificial labor 
scarcities, by forcing up prices 
by imposing wage boosts

unrelated to productivity or 
profits, and by endangering life 
insurance, fixed incomes, 
pensions and social security by 
adding pressure to the 
debauchery of the currency.” 

In a luncheon address to 
members of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce and 
Industry, Jones said the National 
chamber suggests a number of 
things to end the special 
privileges of labor. 

Among these, he explained, 
the business federation believes 
workers should have the right to 
a secret ballot in collective 
bargaining decisions; _ that 
workers be freed from union 
fines; that picketing be restricted 
to that party which is in a 
dispute with a union; that strike 
votes should be taken by secret 
ballot; that the NLRB quit 
tailoring bargaining units to fit 
the largest area the union thinks 
it can win, and that unions be 
under just as much judicial 
compulsion to honor contracts 
as employers. 

Jones, editor and publisher of 
The Tulsa Tribune, quoted the 
National Association of Home 
Builders which “doesn’t buy the 
union theory that the recent 
fall-off-of new housing starts can 
all be laid to higher interest

Sequoia Forest Fire Season Ends; 
Supervisor Jim James Gives Report 


PORTERVILLE — Sequoia 
National Forest Supervisor Jim 
James has announced that fire 
season is over in the forest area. 
The decision was based on 
generally favorable fuel moisture 
conditions throughout the 
forest. 

The announcement means 
that smoking and campfire 
permit regulations will not be 
enforced again until next spring. 
Burning permits are still required 
on a year-long basis, however. 
James cautions forest visitors to 
use due caution in using fire 
where fuels are dry, as periods of 
dry fall weather may yet occur. 

During the 1969 fire season, 
2,230 acres of National Forest 
land were burned. This is 
significantly more than the 
average of 1,248 acres burned 
per year for the last eight years; 
686 acres were burned in 
lightning-caused fires and 1,544 
acres were burned in man-caused

IS INCREASED TO 786,622 ACRES 


VISALIA — The California 
upland cotton allotment for 
1970 has been increased to 
786,622 acres from the 740,433 
acres announced earlier, reports 
M.L. Rogers, chairman of the 
Tulare ASC committee. 

The U.S. department of 
agriculture recently announced a 
revised national acreage 
allotment of 17 million acres for 
1970 upland cotton. Earlier, the 
1970 allotment had been set at 
16 million acres. 

Cotton growers will vote in a

through 5 on whether marketing 
quotas and the cotton allotment 
program will be in effect in 
1970. Rogers said that before 
the referendum is held producers 
will receive their farm acreage 
allotments for 1970 and full 
details on the proposed cotton 
program. 

The revised allotment, along 
with a_ revised _ national 
marketing quota of 16,008,333 
bales, results from the drop in 
cotton production foreseen for 
the 1969 crop, now being 
harvested. An increase in the 
amount of 1970 cotton is 
needed to assure a stable supply 
for both domestic and foreign 
markets. 

Abnormal weather in most of 
the cotton areas has made 
harvesting difficult and has 
resulted in cotton boll rot and 
greater insect damage than 
normal. Cotton harvest 
prospects for 1969 declined by 
more than half a million bales 
between September 1 and 
October 1. 

In addition to the increased 
allotment, other provisions of 
the 1970 upland cotton program 
were announced, according to 
the chairman. 

To be eligible for 
participation in the upland 
cotton program, farmers must 
sign up for the program ‘and 
plant within their allotments as 
provided by law. In return they 
will be eligible for price-support

loans on all the cotton they 
grow and for _price-support 
payments on their farm 
domestic allotment. 

The 1970 farm domestic 
allotment has been set at 65 
‘percent of the farm cotton 
acreage allotment. Participants 
who plant at least 90 percent of 
their farm’s domestic allotment 
will be eligible for the price 
support payments. 

Skip-row rules for the 1970 
crop will be the same as those 
for 1969. In general this means 
only the land actually planted to 
cotton is counted as cotton 
allotment acreage. 

A projected national yield of 
500 pounds per acre has been 
established for the 1970 crop, a 
reduction of 45 pounds per acre 
from that set for the last three 
years. This reflects the 
leveling-off and downward trend 
of cotton yields in the last few 
years. 

The 1967-68-69 national 
projected yield was set at 545 
pounds because cotton yields 
have been trending upward in 
prior . years. However, the 
1964-68 harvested _yields 
averaged 497 pounds per acre. 
So the 1970 projected yield is 
down. Factors in setting the 
projected yield include not only 
the trend of. recent years but 
also weather conditions and 
changes in production practices. 

The projected yield for 
California for 1970 has been set 
at 1045 pounds per acre.
